Also, nr liavo scon two members of 
the Xarborth Tennis Association who 
are engineers, play a strictly seiontilie 
name of tennis, and that likewise was 
a solemn occasion. 

Hut inner have we seen a uyt hi n« 
that for downright solemnity and so- 
lirii'tv oipinlod a scene in our Xurberlli 
Council Chamber last Wednccday even- 
i ii tr. when twenty-four of our leading 
and most respectable citizens faced 
.Instice of the Peace Fritsch in answer 
to warrants — called '•summons" in po- 
lite society — charging : tlii'in with violat- 
i n<r Hi,' Stale Aiitoni(il>ili' Law. by 
neglecting to keep two white lights 
burning on the front of their cars and 
one red light in tile rear, whenever the 
cars are parked in the public highways 
one hour after sunset and one hour lie- 
tore sunrise. 
But They Were All Light o:l This Time. 

We really had no intention of being 
a witness of this solemn affair, for in 
years gone by we ha ve spent a grout deal 
iif time in police court s— in a purely 
professional rapacity, of course, anil 
there are some sordid scenes on 1 recol- 
lections in life that one naturally likes 
to outlive. Hut we happened to be 
pus-in"; Kim Hull Wednesday night, 
shortlv before S o'clock, anil observed 
the largest assemblage of automobiles 
in front of the Hall that we have ever, 
noted, even on the biggest dance nights. 
Moreover, every single car had all 
kinds of lights burning, both in fn.nt 
anil in the rear. 

At first it occurred to us that maybe 
Chiof Noel was holding a conclave of 
all the Fire Chiefs this side nf ilniris- 
burg. So in we went. It was then 
that the discovery was made. 

Tn the Council Chamber we saw 
Squire Fritsch sitting at the head of 
the bio- table, looking as seven' and 
solemn as at least three .lustiees of the 
Supreme Court. Spread before him 
were voluminous papers. At his n --J.il t 
sat Acting Burgess Hall and Eorough 
Solicitor Stites. A little further around 
to the right sat Ollicer Novin. Pang- 
ing in ii sort of "right angle semi- 
circle" around the room, sat the twen- 
ty-four citizens of Narberlh charged 
with violating the automobile law.

We learned later from inc|uirios, that 
there had been rumors prior to Wed- 
nesday evening that several of these 
citizens were going to declare them- 
selves rather frankly at the hearing 
with respect to the law and the "sum- 
mons" that had been issued for their 
appearance. 

But after Acting Burgess Hull, speak- 
ing in a most awe-inspiring and sepul- 
chral tone had explained that the pro- 
miscuous violating of the State law 
had made i1 necessary for the Borough

Meeting 



The Borough Council held its regular 
monthly meeting on Monday, November 
N, with all members present: Messrs. 
Hall (President). Brown, Henderson, 
Leilch, Metzgor, K'edifer and Went/.. 
The Secretary, Air. Noel, and the Bor- 
ough Treasurer, Mr. Hold, were also 
present. 

Most of the work before the Council 
was of a more or less routine nature, 
but some Dung's of general interest 
came up. Among these were the fol- 
lowing: 

The Council received n loiter from 
the Burgess announcing the appoint- 
ment of Mr. J. J. Calirey as chairman 
of the Shade Tree Commission, succeed- 
ing Airs. Norman Jeffries, who had re- 
signed. The oilier two members of this 
Commission are Mr. A. 10. Wolilort and 
Mr. John Alker. 

The Committee on Highways and 
Sewers, Mr. Went/., Chairman, reported 
on several matters of interest. The re- 
surfacing of Woodbine Avenue lias been 
completed and the installation of the 
sewer extension on Sabine Avenue is 
well advanced. One hundred and twen- 
ty-live new street signs will be secured 
and placed at till street, intersect ions in 
the Borough. Six signs, containing Ihe 
words "To Narberth." wilh an arrow 
pointing Ihe way, will be suitably lo- 
cated on all road approaches to the Bor- 
ough. All of these signs will be enam- 
eled on both sides, an improvement over 
the present signs, which will greatly in- 
crease their resistance to rust and con- 
sequent breaking. 

The Committee on Police and Health, 
Mr. Met/.ger, Chairman, reported that 
two ollicers had been secured from the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company to as- 
sist tile Borough police ollicer. Air. 
Nevins, in the policing of Ihe Borough 
on Saturday ami Monday over Hal- 
lowe'en. The Committee also reported 
that the limn who had stolen a number 
of dahlias from one of ihe leading 
growers in Ihe Borough had been ap- 
prehended and would be tried at Ard- 
more that night. It was subsequently 
learned thai be had been lined and 
placed under bond to keep the pence for 
a year. The Committee is a.l.-o vigor 
ously enforcing the Slate Automobile 
Act prohibiting the parking of automo- 
biles al night without lights. The li- 
cense numbers of twenty-four offend- 
ers of this act were secured and the 
cases came no for tiial before the Jus- 
tice of the Peace on November 10. The 
Committee closed its report with ihe 
recomiiiendal ion. which was npproved 
by Council, thai a suitable uniform be 
purchased for the Borough police of- 
ficer. 

Three resolutions were introduced and 
adopted by the Council. One provides 
for the installation of a lire hydrant 
el the corner of Dudley and Stewart 
avenues, which will afford lire protec- 
tion In the houses on the easl side of 
Varbrook Park; the second provides for 
the transfer of certain miscellaneous 
i accounts, iclating to sewer const rue- 
| lion, sewer maintenance and road im- 
! movements, to the general funds of Ihe 
' Borough: and the third authorizes the 
Borough Treasurer to borrow- #.'1,700 
against taxes in process of collection, to 
defray current expenses. 

The next regular meet nip; of the 
Council will be he'd on December El. 
At this meeting the budget ordinances 
I'or 11121 will ecu e no for the lirst and 
second readings. This meeting, one of 
the mils' import!:' t in Ihe year, should 
be of interest to all residents of the 
Bnroiu.li and the .Council would be glad 
to have any who are interested attend 
Hie meeting.

About four days after your dahlia 
plants are turned black by the first kill- 
ing frost the roots will be ripened. It 
wil' then be time to cut oil' the tops 
and dig u]i the t ubers. 

I'se a forked spado of course, and 
first loosen the ground on all sides, lift 
oil' the clumps of soil, anil then gently 
i it' firmly lift out the clump of tubers. 
1'e careful with the tubers and do not 
it'll. I the necks anv more than neces- 
sary. A good clump of tubers with 
■--. uio! necks will give you more "eyes'' 
in the spring and that is what you 
want. 

Allow the roots to stand in the sun to
